It 
Is said that German houses have about 
800 travellers In Canada pushing trade 
in spite of tho fact that the surtax 
is collected on Imports. Canadians, ac¬ 
cording to those interest, have oppor¬ 
tunities In Oermany In many lines if 
they would but push the’trade. Q. A. 
H. Muller, of Montreal, writing to the 
Witness of that city, says that he 
belietcs that “Germany !• the . one 
country outside of Great Britain which 
is naturally destined to become a good 
customer of Canada.’* The exports 
from Cunada to Germany in 1909 
amounts to only about It,276,000.. These 
included br e ad s t tiffs, wheat, fish, lob¬ 
sters, apples and other fruit, agricul¬ 
tural Implements, seeds and lumber. 
Agricultural implements were one of 
the heaviest lines of Import amounting 
to 9800 , 000 . 

Between the United Kingdom and 
Germany, according to Mr. Muller, 
there Is a strong trade, Germany 
wending |290.000.000 worth to the United 
Kingdom and the United Kingdom ex¬ 
porting to Oermany 1250,000.#00 Worth.

Vancouver, Aug. 20.—F. A. McKenzie, 
of the London Dally Mull, who Is stop¬ 
ping at the Hotel Vancouver, has come 
to Canada to Investigate trade condi¬ 
tions on behalf of his paper and In¬ 
quire into immigration matters and 
observe development. He is an ex¬ 
perienced traveller, having represented 
his paper in different parts of the 
world, and acted aa war correspondent 
in the Japanese-Russian campaign.

Thera am 
many men In England who, If they hsd 
the opportunity, could do good work, 
and 1 am aura they would be welcomed 
In a country where strong men are 
needed. Not that I nm In favor of 
shipping to Canada all the unemployed. 
Our own country has to bear Its burden 
of poverty, and if men In the Old Coun¬ 
try have not succeeded when they had 
the opportunity, then tfcey will noi get 
along in Canada or any other country. 
I And on inquiry that there la almost 
an unlimited field, both In the eaat and 
west for young girls for factory and 
domestic service, and also for young 
men and skilled mechanics in certain 
lines."
